Waters said he discovered 
the use of foods in lieu of 
wages after he had filed a 
criminal complaint against the 
Amen Industries, Inc., charg- 
ing illegal employment of 50 
children ranging in age from 
9 to 15. 

Sol B. Amen, president, will 
be arraigned Monday on charges 
of failure to pay minimum 
wages of $1 an hour, falsifying 
payroll records and shipping 
goods produced by means of 
“oppressive child labor” across 
state lines.

cue Climbers on Face 
of Mountain. 


GRINDELWALD, Switzerland, 
Aug. 10 (AP)—Fierce winds to- 
day threatened avalanches on 
the sheer north face of 13,036- 
foot-high Eiger mountain and 
defeated efforts to reach four 
starving and exposed Alpinists 
who have been stranded there 
for a week. 

All four raised their arms 
feebly at circling observation 
planes, disproving the report of 
a pilot that one of the men had 
died yesterday. Two of the 
climbers are Italians and two 
Germans. 

Scores of mountain guides and 
experienced volunteers from 
five nations failed today to 
reach the men. They fought a 
70 mile-an-hour gale. Another 
attempt will be made tomorrow. 
Guides doubted the climbers 
would survive. Some of the res- 
cuers themselves, experienced 
and strong, ran into difficulties 
in the deep snow and wind. The 
stranded men are exhausted 
from exposure and lack of food. 

300 Feet from Others. 
The Alpinists are clinging to 
the vertical rock face about 
1200°feet from the summit, too 
weak to move in any direction. 
The man thought yesterday to 
be dead is alone 300 feet be- 
low the others. 

Rescue parties reached the 
summit by a relatively easy 
route, from nearby 11,000-foot- 
high Eiger Joch, but they could 
not drag a 3000-foot steel cable 
through..the deep snow. The 
plan was to lower the cable to 
the men and pull them to 


ety. 
The powerful wind excluded 
the possibility of dropping the 
rescue equipment on the sum- 
mit from a plane. 

Late today a large party of 
guides started a new effort to 
drag the cable, weighing nearly

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SOVIET MIDEAST:

Russia Appears to Want 
Friendly Force at 
Back Door of Bagh- 
dad Nations.

CAIRO, Aug. 10—The Soviet 
drive to build up the armies of 
Egypt, Syria and Yemen was 
viewed by diplomats m the Mid- 
die East today as a concerted 
effort to establish a powerful 
friendly force at the back d6or 
fof the West's northern tier de- 
fenses. 


The Soviet Union is reported 
to be supplying some 
latest model MIG-19 jet fighter 
planes to Egypt and Syria and 
is sending two submarines to 
the Syrians a¢ a Mediterranean 
supplement to the three already 
delivered to Egypt. 

Diplomats believe these deals 
are aimed at putting the Soviet 
Union, in a new position as a 
major Mediterranean power, 

Since Egypt could use its sub- 
marines in the Red Sea also, if 
it desired, and since the Soviet 
Union has been sending arms 
to Yemen, it is believed that 
the Kremlin ig seeking at the 
same time to gain a‘strong foot- 
hold in the Red Sea area. 

The Seviet Union's recently 
concluded deals with Syria are 
considered by diplomats to be 
the most ominous signs of this 
trend to appear thus far. 


Against Interests of West. 


Whether the Soviet-equipped 
armies of Syria and t 
would be maintained as stri 
neutral or as pro-Soviet forces 
considered academic. In 
either case they could most cer- 
tainly be counted on to be 
against the vital interests of 
the West in the area. 

By providing arms and long- 
t credits to the Syrians and 

tians the Soviet has 
succeeded in gaining important 
allies at the rear of the West's 
Baghdad pact area without hav- 
ing had to conclude military 
pacts or mutual defense treaties, 
distasteful to the followers of 
Egypt’s President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser. 

The Baghdad pact is a de- 
fense alliance among Britain, 
and Pakis- 
tan. The United States, while 
not a full-fledged member, ac- 
tively supports the grouping 
and participates in jts military 
staff organization. It is the 
Baghdad pact countries contigu- 
ous with the southern borders 
of Russia that are regarded as 
the West’s northern tier of de- 
fense in the Middle East.

WASHINGTON, Aug, 10 — 
An appropriation of $649,000 
to complete planning of the 
master flood control system 4 
the Mississippi river at St. 
Louis appeared assured of 
congressional passage today, 
following approval by a Sen- 
ate-House conference commit- 
tee yesterday. 

Funds for the St. Louis flood 
protection system were includ- 
ed in the appropriations bill 
for Army Engineers’ civil func- 
tions and reclamation and pow- 
er projects in the fiscal year 
1958, which began July 1. 

President Eisenhower asked 
for $649,000 for the second 
year of planning and advance 
engineering work on the proj- 
ect, which would be designed 
to protect the city against a 
52-foot flood stage. This amount 
was approved by the House 
earlier this year and by the 
Senate on Thursday.

HAS NO DEALING 
WITH JOHNNY DO, 
GIBBONS INSIST 


Harold J. Gibbons, Teamsters 
Union leader here, conferred 
yesterday with his aids and was 
having union records checked 
to determine if he had any con- 
tacts with John (Johnny Dio) 
Dioguardi, labor racketeer, 
which the St. Louisan may have 
forgotten. 


This check included an exam- 
ination of correspondence and 
telephone call records. 

Gibbons told the Post-Dis- 

atch he had spoken to Dio at 
abor gartherings throughout 
the country but insisted that, 
except for one occasion three or 
four years ago, he had had no 
other dealings with him. 

Gibbons’s eyes flashed in an- 
ger as he discussed an attempt 
by the labor rackets investigat- 
ing committee of the United 
States Senate to link him with 
Dio through a tape recording of 
a conversation between Dio and 
another man. 


*‘Name-Dropping,’ Perhaps. 

“Just because my name was 
mentioned doesn’t mean I had 
any connection with Dio,” Gib- 
bons said, heatedly. “Dio may 
have been name-dropping. This 


information is put out before I | 


have a chance to answer. 

“I have no recollection of 
having any conversation with 
Johnny Dio on the matter which 
oe up in the recorded 


Gibbons declined to comment 
specifically on a statement to 
the Post-Dispatch by United 
States Senator Barry Goldwater 
(Rep.), Arizona, a member of 
the investigating committee, 
that it was “obvious” that there 
was a tie-up between Gibbons 
and Dio. 

“I undoubtedly will be called 
before the committee,” Gibbons 
said, “and at that time I will 
answer any questions any of 
the Senators ask me about my 
activities in the labor move- 
ment.” 

Gibbons said he has seen Dio 
at various labor meetings, in- 
cluding ones in New York, Los 
Angeles, Chicago and St. Louis. 
He thought his meeting with 
Dio was in a hotel lobby in Chi- 
cago about two years ago. 

“In my work, I have to go to 
all parts of the country,” he told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. “Jo 
nyDio also goes to labor meet- 
ings. Sometimes we bump into 
one another..That’s all there is 
to it. 

“I have nothing in common 
with him, his activities or any- 
thing else. Dio was never a part 
of my life. My whole record is 
clear. I don’t approve of rack- 
eteering or hoodlumism in the 
labor movement.” 

Questioned in Closed Session. 

Gibbons said that three mem- 
bers of the Senate Labor Rac- 


kets Investigating Committee |‘ 


and its counsel, Robert F. Ken- 
nedy, questioned him intensive- 
ly at a closed session recently 
about any tie-ups he may have 
had with Dio. 

The union leader, who ils 
president of Teamsters Joint 
Council No. 13 here, said he 
explained to the committee rep- 
resentative that his only busi- 
ness with Dio occurred in 1953 
or 1954, when Dave Beck, na- 
tional president of the Team- 
sters, sent Gibbons to New York 
to investigate the possibility of 
organizing taxicab drivers. 

“Dio, as a regional director 
for the old AFL United Auto 
Workers, was then in charge of 
union activities involving taxi- 
eab drivers in New York,” Gib- 
bons related. 

“I had a three-fold job: To 
convince : Dio to step out; to see 
what he had that we could take 
over, and to determine what it 
would take, in the way of men 
and money, to complete the job. 

“That was my first meeting 
with Dio. I most probably had 
several other discussions with

ARKANSAS JUDGE 
SAYS SOUTH HAS 
LOST ITS BATTLE 


JONESBORO, Ark., Aug. 10 
(AP)—An Arkansas judge told 
a college graduating class last 
night that the South has lost 
its battle to win public opinion 
to its side and now should ac- 
cept racial integration as the 
will of the majority. 

Chancellor Lee Ward of Para- 
gould, Ark., said in a commence- 
ment speech at Arkatisas State 
College that the South is in its 
“hour of defeat.” , 

Southerners must decide 
whether to obey Supreme Court 


decisions as the “law of the 
land” or abandon democratic 


principles in order to keep seg- 
regation, he declared. 

Ward, a former state com- 
mander of the American Le- 
gion, said “we in the South 
must face up to a cold, hard 
fact ... The majority of the 
people who make up this in- 
divisible nation believe that the 
Supreme Court’s decision is 
fair, just and reasonable.” 

He said that although “the 
due processes guaranteed to a 
free people” had been used by 
some Southerners to _ resist 
integration, “the South has lost 
its battle... on every demo- 
cratie front.” 

Ward said this meant that the 
concept of integration now is 
fully backed by the executive, 
legislative and judicial branches 
of the Government.

Soo Loeks through which, dur- 
ing the brief operating seagon, 
as many as 100 huge freighters 
loaded with iron ore or grain 
pass daily, enroute from Duluth 
and Ft. William, Ontario, to ™ 
dustrial plants on the shores of 
the lower lakes. 

One of the highlights of a 
eruise is the thrill of being 
lifted or lowered aboard ship in 
one of these locks. 

The “Soo” provides many

How Lyndon Johnson and Richard Russell Maneuvered 


Minority of Southern Democrats Into Majority 


—— 


Controversial Measure Crip- 
pled, Watered Down and 
Amended for Jury Trials 
in All Criminal Contempt 
Actions.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. 
OMPLETELY aside from the is- 
sues at stake, the tactics used by 
a small, expertly led, disciplined 

band of Southern Democrats to 
weaken the Administration’s civil 
rights bill will long be studied as a 
textbook example of legislative ma- 
neuvers. 

Seventeen Southern Senators held 
out to the end against any legislation 
to protect the constitutional right of 
Negroes to vote. They were joined, 
for a different reason, by Democratic 
Senator Wayne Morse of Oregon, who 
voted against the Senate version of 
the bill because he considered it a 
sham, 

Of the 72 Senators voting for the 
amended bill Wednesday night were 43 
Republicans and 29 Democrats, including 
five Southerners—Majority Leader Lyn- 
don B. Johnson and Ralph W. Yarborough 
of Texas, Estes Kefauver and Albert Gore 
of Tennessee and George Smathers of 
Florida—all of whom had opposed por- 
tions of the Administration bill, drafted 
by the Department of Justice. 

Jury Trial Amendment. 

The pivotal issue in'the Senate maneu- 
vering was the amendment for jury trials 
in criminal contempt cases. It and its 
modification were sponsored not by South- 
erners but by two western “liberal” Demo- 
crats, the veteran Joseph C. O’Mahoney 
of Wyoming and freshman Frank Church 
of Idaho. 

The behind-the-scenes leadership for 
approval of this amendment, bitterly op- 
posed by the White House and many 
northern “liberals”—Democratic and Re- 
publican—were Lyndon B. Johnson and 
RicBard B. Russell of Georgia, two of the 
most powerful and shrewd parliamentar- 
fans ever to operate on the Senate floor 
and in the cloakrooms. 

The adoption of this amendment by 
51 to 42 vote was a devastating defeat 
for Minority Leader William F. Knowland 
and occasioned the sharpest criticism 
President Eisenhower has directed at 
Congress. 

In a formal statement, Mr. Eisenhower 
said the Senate’s action would be “bitterly 
disappointing” to many millions of Ameri- 
cans, would weaken the whole judicial. 
system and render largely ineffective the 
aim of the measure to protect the voting 
rights of Negroes in the South. 

What is dine about the jury trial amend- 
ment will decide whether Congress ap- 
proves a civil rights bill this session and 
whether President Eisenhower signs or 
vetoes it. 

If, as expected, the Senate version is 
sent to a conference committee to iron 
out the differences between it and the 
House bill, which was approved 286 to 
126, and is virtually the Administration 
proposal intact, the result could be a 
compromise acceptable to substantial ma- 
jorities in both chambers and to Mr. 
Eisenhower and his advisers. Congres- 
sional and Administration leaders are 
meeting over the weekend about sending 
the two versions to the joint conference 
for a compromise. 

The alternative is submission of the 
Senate version to the House directly for 
a vote on approval, perhaps with some 
modification. This would be a gamble. 
Unless a fundamental shift in House senti- 
ment can be arranged, this course is not 
likely to be taken.

Up to this week, the die-hard South- 
erners have for decades prevented a 
major civil rights vote from coming to a 
vote in the Senate. Their principal weap- 
on was filibuster or threat of filibuster. 

Often, with the aid of Republicans, they 
were able to pigeonhole proposed legisla- 
tion in committees. At this session there 
was a continuing filibuster in the Judi- 
ciary Committee, under Chairman James 
O. Eastland of Mississippi, by which Olin 
D. Johnson of South Carolina and Sam J. 
Ervin Jr., of North Carolina frustrated 
the efforts of Democrats Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr., of Missouri and Kefauver 
of Tennessee from advancing the Admin- 
istration’s and their own proposals.

times uninformed leadership. President 
Eisenhower had waited until just before 
the convening of the Eighty-fifth Congress 
before he indorsed the four-part package 
the Department of Justice had prepared. 
He announced this indorsement in his 
State of the Union message Jan. 10. The 
principal recommendations were adopted 
almost in total by the House. 


Proposals and Actions. 


Below are the proposals and the actions 
taken by the Senate: 


Part I—Set up a temporary civil rights 
commission with subpena powers to in- 
vestigate cases of racial discrimination. 
The Senate struck out the provision that 
the commission could use volunteer, un- 
paid workers. It added a provision that 
the President’s appointee as staff director 
must get Senate confirmation. 


Part II—Establish a new civil rights: 
division with an Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral at its head within the Justice De- 
partment. 


Part III—Affirm the right of an in- 
dividual to go into federal’ court on his 
own initiative for injunction to protect 
his voting and other rights. The Senate 
struck out the provision giving authority 
to federal prosecutors to use injunctions 
for enforcing other civil rights, including 
the right to attend an integrated school 
in the South. Under thd original proposal, 
persons refusing to obey these injunctions 
could have been punished for contempt 
by a federal judge, without a jury. 


Part IV—Authorize the Federal Govern- 
ment, with or without the consent of the 
victim, to obtain injunctions against inter- 
ference with voting rights. Violators of 
injunctions could be fined or imprisoned 
for civil contempt by a federal judge 
without a jury. The Senate, over the ob- 
jection of the Administration, added the 
provision to require jury trials for crim- 
inal contempt cases in other branches of 
federal law, not only in civil rights cases. 

The battle lines were drawn and the 


abilities of the leaders tested when the 
Senate came, after considerable debate— 
which did not degenerate into a filibuster 
—to the voting on Parts III and IV. The 
first two parts were relatively non-con- 
troversial. 


Working behind the scenes with Know- 
land was his presidential rival, Vice Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon. From the Demo- 
cratie side Knowland had the whole- 
hearted support of Patil Douglas of ITili- 
nois and Morse and Richard L. Neuberger 
of Oregon. 


The Democratic Senator most sorely 
missed in the leadership huddles and on 
the floor was Hennings of Missouri, an 
ardent civil rights advocate who had dem- 
onstrated his legal skill and parliamentary 
acumen in his leadership to victory in 
fight against the constitutional amend- 
ment sponsored by Republican John W. 
Bricker of Ohio to restrict presidential 
powers in the international field. 


Hennings was operated on for gall- 
stones shortly before the civil rights de- 
bate started. He was recuperating at his 
home when the final rollcalls began. 
Against the orders of his doctors, he went 
to the Senate floor to vote with the north- 
ern “liberals.” His advice and his voice 
would have greatly aided the coalition. 


Southerners’ First Victory. 


The Southerners won their first big 
victory by persuading several members of 
the coalition to eliminate the vital sections 
of Part III. They were able to do this 
because the President apparently had been 
uninformed or misinformed about the 
wide scope of this section. Mr. Eisen- 
hower declined, at a press conference, to 
tell how he felt about its provisions, say- 
ing he did not understand several of them 
and wanted more information from the 
Justice Department. The day before he 
had issued a formal statement which was 
interpreted as indorsément of the entire 
House bill. Senator Douglas complained 
that Mr. Eisenhower had pulled ‘the rug

Attack on Part IV. 


With this ground gained, Johnson and 
Russell were in a strong position to weaken 
Part IV, the section giving the Justice 
Department power to obtain injunctions 
against officials who tried to interfere 
with Negro voting rights. The attack was 
aimed at the lack in the bill of a pro- 
vision for jury trials of officials cited for 
contempt of court. They argued and got 
support for the proposition that in pro- 
tecting the right to vote, the coalition was 
taking away another, the right to a jury 
trial. 


There are two classes of contempt cases, 
the usual civil and the unusual criminal. 
The lines between them are vague and 
sometimes overlapping. Apparently even 
under the Senate version, a judge will 
have to decide what is civil and what is 
criminal contempt. 


In brief, the differences are as follows: 

Civil contempt would be proper, as it 
is now, when a judge, without a jury, 
sought to force the carrying out of his 
order, for instance, to cite for contempt an 
election official who refused to enroll a 
qualified Negro voter. The official would 
stay in jail until he consented to comply 
with the order; compliance would set 
kim free. 

Criminal contempt actions are generally 
those in which the judge’s purpose is to 
punish a man or a corporation wilfully

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U.N. Resolution Against Russia 
On Hungary Points Up U.S. Need 
For Real Ambassador to Ceylon 


Prime Minister Solomon Rahdathaaibe, Whom En- 
voy-Designate Gluck Never Heard of, Is Under 
Great Pressure to Withdraw His Representa- 
tive’s Approval of Censure of Soviet Suppression.

N all that has been written about the unfortunate Maxwell Gluck and his 
nomination by the President to be Ambassador to Ceylon little has been 
said about why this 1s such an important post and why a trained and skilled 


diplomat would be most useful there at this time. 

In the game of twenty easy questions that Senator J. William Fulbright 
played with the nominee at the time of his confirmation one question was on 
the report of the United Nations dealing with the Hungarian revolt of last

Shortly the issue will come up again 
either in a special session of the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly or at the scheduled meet- 
ing in mid-September. The Assembly will 
in all probability be called upon to adopt 
a resolution condemning the action of the 
Soviets. The Russians are working very 
hard through their friends to prevent that 
from happening. Even some nations gen- 
—uinely shocked by the Hungarian revela- 
tions are ‘saying that it is better, in the 
interests of world peace and disarmament, 
to ignore the Hungarian tragedy. 

Great pressure has been put on the 
government of Ceylon and the Prime Min- 
ister, Solomon Bandaranaike, to join in 
preventing any rebuke to Moscow. In a 
speech several weeks ago, the Prime Min- 
ister criticized the U.N.report, pointing 
out that those who signed it did not have 
first-hand information. The Communist 
regime in Hungary had, of course, denied 
the members of the committee the right 
to visit that country. 

Possible Explanations. 

This may have been merely Bandar- 
naike’s way of trying to hold to the middle 
of the road since he has his own acute 
political problems. On the other hand, it 
could mean the repudiation of Ceylon’s 
able Ambassador to Washington, R. S. S. 
Gungwardene, who also serves as perma- 
nent representative to the U.N. and signed 
the report on Hungary in that capacity.

| Free-Enterprising Railroads Ask 


$500,000,000 Government Aid

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. 

GROUP of conservative eastern rail- 

roads, pinched by the Administra- 

tion’s tight money policy, is appealing 
to the Federal Government for help with 
a financing plan that has astounded advo- 
cates of free enterprise and evoked 
chuckles from old-time New Dealers. 

The plan was offered two weeks ago by 
James M. Symes, president of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad, at a little noticed hear- 
ing before a House Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce subcommittee. 

Although no action is expected to be 
taken on it at this session, if ever, the fact 
that it was proposed, formally and in con- 
siderable detail, is significant. 

Members of the subcommittee consid- 
ered Symes, a railroad man for 41 years, 
an outstanding exponent of free enter- 
prise. There were admiring private com- 
ments about him before he began to tes- 
tify on another somewhat related matter. 


_ 


The arrangement is needed, Symes 
said, because of financing troubles which 
have left the railroads short of equipment, 
particularly freight cars. 

Railroad executives hitherto have been 
violently opposed to anything that might 
seem to offer the Government a voice in 
rail opetations. This has been historically 
true of the Pennsylvania. 

Apparently the eastern railroads, at 
least, have modified their views. Last 
July 24 these exchanges took place at the 
House subcommittee hearing: 

Representative Walter Rogers (Dem.), 
Texas: “Do you not think, Mr. Symes, that 
playing with the federal corporation you 
are talking about is pretty dangerous for 
the failroads?” 

Symes: *No.” 

Rogers: “If not the right government 
group but the wrong group happened to 
get control, they could sure give you a 
lot of trouble.” 

Symes: “I do not believe so as long as 
the program is spelled out in legislation, 
You are talking about the political aspects 
that might eventually come into the pic- 
ture. I am not afraid of the political 
aspects. I have heard someone say the 
minute you get into a lease with the Gov- 
ernment it is the first step toward gov- 
ernment ownership. I do not look at it 
that way at all. I think it is the first step 


matter of fact it is not too much different 
from the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion.” 

At another point Symes said: 

“At first blush people say ‘You are 
running down here calling on the Gov- 
ernment for help.’ But .I think it is a 
good business deal all the way around, for 
the railroads and our whole economy.” 

Symes did not base his appeal on na- 
tional security, but he did’ say in reply 
to a question as to whether the railroads 
were equipped to handle another war 
emergency: 

“It would cause a transportation short- 
age the like of which I do not think any- 
body has ever seen in this country.” 

Symes argued that the Government 
would not lose any money under the plan 
because the car rental payments and in- 
terest (presumably at a low rate) would 
reimburse the proposed corporation. 

Representative Robert Hale (Rep.), 
Maine, wanted to know why, if the Gov- 
ernment would not lose money, this would 
not be an attractive field for private cap- 
ital. He suggested it might be a good 
idea for someone to build a lot of box- 
cars for hire. 

The answer of Symes was that there 
would not be enough profit in such an 
operation to attract private capital. 

Symes’s idea found at least one sup- 
porter on the subcommittee. Representa- 
tive Charles A. Wolverton (Rep.), New 
Jersey, said: “The plan appeals to me; it 
seems sound from a financial standpoint 
and fair to the Government.” 

The plan also had an advance indorse- 
ment from former Secretary of the Treas- 
ury George M. Humphrey, though few 
noted it at the time. Said Humphrey 
June 21 at a Senate Finance Committee 


hearing: 


“we have had the railroads down here 
for weeks and weeks and weeks talking 
about more cars and now there is pend- 
ing before us a great program.” 

Symes said he knew of no opposition to 
the plan, but he did not explain why the 
western railroads had not indorsed it. 
The western railroads are generally more 
prosperous than those in the East; their 
expenses are generally lower. In the 
East short hauls and high terminal and 
switching costs make financing more 
difficult. 


Under the Symes proposal, the leasing 


railroad would repay the federal agency 
for the equipment over a period of 10 
to 20 years, depending on the useful life 
of the equipment. The repayment would 
include interest equal to the amount the 
Government had to pay for money plus a 
quarter of 1 per cent. 


Symes said the railroad industry needed 
to raise a billion dollars a year for equip- 
ment in the next five years and would 
be unable to do so privately. He. de- 
scribed the problem as availability of 
credit, not only. its cost. He said the 
railroads had been unable to raise sub- 
stantial amounts of money by stock issues 
since the end of the last war. 


The first cause of the shortage . of 
freight cars, which comes to public notice 
almost every year at harvest time, is the 
lack of funds to increase ownership com- 
mensurate with future demand, Symes 
said. The shortage of funds, he main- 
tained, was largely a. result of the fact 
the railroads, being a regulated industry, 
“have not been permitted to participate 
in the inflationary economy.” 

“Equipment shortages will disappear 
when a way is found to make adequate 


funds available to the industry,” he said.

No Ambassador for Year. 

It is here that an able American diplo- 
mat of stature would come in. Ag shock- 
ing as the fact of naming an inexperienced 
business man is that the United States has 
had no Ambassador in Ceylon for a whole 
year. While an outstanding career Charge 
d’Affaires, Henry Smith, has carried on, 
this is not the same as having an Ambas- 
sador on the job since only an Ambassador 
speaks with the authority of his govern- 
ment, 

Gluck’s predecessor, Phillip K. Crowe, 
came to Washington with Bandaranaike 
nearly a year ago and resigned his post 
without returning to Colombo. Also a 
political appointee, Crowe had had ex- 
perience in Asia in World War II. A big 
game hunter, he has just published a 
book called, “The Diversions of a Diplo- 
mat in Ceylon.” Since Gluck is likely 
to find time hanging heavy on his hands, 
it should be required reading for him. 

Ceylon is discovering, along with India, 
Burma and Indonesia, that independence 
does nof solve all problems, but raises 
new problems that at times seem almost 
overwhelming in their complexity. In- 
tense rivalries long suppressed under co- 
lonial rule come boiling to the surface. 
As in India, there is a language problem 
in Ceylon with claimants for three or 
four separate tongues violently demand- 
ing precedence in the establishment of an 
official language. 

In these new nations of Southeast Asia, 
economic problems aggravated by a high 
birth rate are very much to the fore. 
Socialization of industry which had seemed 
to some elements to be a panacea has 
been shown to cause new headaches, 
Workers in the nationalized industries see 
no reason why the government ghould not 
grant them higher pay even though the 
industry may be close to insolvency. 

Finding trained persons to staff the 
government is another problem. This one 
is particularly acute in Indonesia. The 
British did better as colonial rulers, leav- 
ing behind in India, Burma and Ceylon 
many more trained civil servants than 
did the Dutch in Indonesia. Nevertheless, 
throughout the entire area where govern- 
ment and administration often have at 
best a tenuous hold, finding the man for 
the job is a continuing difficulty. 


Need for Close Relations. 

All this suggests the need for the 
closest working relationship with the West, 
and in particular with the United States, 
from which has come large talk about 
assistance for underdeveloped countries. 
Yet in India, as in Ceylon, there have 
been long periods in the past five years 
when the embassy ‘in New Delhi was 
without an Ambassador. These new nae 
tions are extremely sensitive about their 
rights and prerogatives. The fact that 
the great and powerful United States does 
not bother to send them an Ambassador 
for nine months or a year is deeply of- 
fensive. 

There are no such lapses on the part 
of Peiping and Moscow. This reporter 
was in New Delhi when the two traveling 
Communists, Nikita Khrushchev and Nik- 
olai Bulganin, paid a state visit to India 
in late December 1955.

If still a third director of the Vogel stripe is 
appointed and confirmed, the TVA board will 
be in the truly amazing position of lacking even 
minority representation for the pro-TVA view- 
point! There will be only a single monolithic 
point of view on the board, best expressed by 
Mr. Eisenhower's pre-election characterization 
of the agency as “creeping socialism.” The pur- 
pose of this monolith will be to turn TVA from 
serving the people and bend it to serving the 
private electric power industry. 

The first brunt of responsibility in this situa- 
tion falls on the Senate Public Works Commit- 
tee, which will conduct the confirmation hear- 
ings. The committee members ‘have ample rea- 
son to recall that Gen. Vogel made monkeys out 
of them—all but Wayne Morse of Oregon— 
three years ago. 

Gen. Vogel told the committee he would form 
his own judgments for himself and not by direc- 
tion of any outside source; since then his judg- 
ments have come verbatim from the Bureau of 
the Budget. , 

Gen. Vogel told the Senators TVA should not 
be interfered with by another independent agen- 
cy; he then went straight ahead and abetted 
the Atomic Energy Commission in every way 
at his disposal in its interference with TVA in 
the notorious Dixon-Yates contract. 

Gen. Vogel told the committee members TVA 
and not private companies should build steam 
plants in the TVA area; he then worked tire- 
lessly to compel TVA to let the private Dixon- 
Yates syndicate build the very next steam plant 
in the TVA area. i 

Gen. Vogel promised the confirming commit- 
tee he would help President Eisenhower carry 
out his campaign pledge to maintain TVA at 
maximum efficiency; subsequently he has acted 
to impair TVA’s efficiency by introducing high- 
cost private power into its system, hobbling its 
financial operations, and subordinating its man- 
agerial judgments te the Bureau of the Budget.

In view of the disparity between promise and 
performance, does not the Public Works Com- 
mittee owe itself a second look at Gen. Vogel, 
in the nature of an investigation of his steward- 
ship, along with its first look at Mr. Jones and 
whomever is the second new appointee? 

Six organizations in the Tennessee Valley,, 
among them the Municipal League, appealed to 
Congress a year ago for an investigation of 
Gen. Vogel. 

They charged he had “aligned himself with 
TVA’'s enemies to harass and even destroy it.” 
Gov, Frank G. Clement of Tennessee solemnly 
told the chief city officials of his state: 


I charge, out of a conviction reached with 
great reluctance, that Gen. Vogel has pur- 
sued a course of conduct in clear violation 
of his duty. I assert that in the hearings 

receding his confirmation he did not in- 
orm that committee as to his intentions, 
and through them kept uninformed the Sen- 
ate of the United States. I believe that he 
threatens the integrity of the great agency 
he heads, that he has endeavored to destroy 
its independence, to frustrate its objectives, 
to suppress the facts in order to abet and 
to aid those who would deliver TVA to 
its enemies. 


If these six organizations and the Governer 
of the state principally concerned with a 
are right, Gen. Vogel is unfit to continu® as 
chairman of TVA and should be removed. The 
Senate Public Works Committee owes it to it-

‘Little Monsters’ 

Until recently the imported European small 
car has been a frequent source of humor in the 
United States. Cartoons have depicted small-car 
salesmen being warned against shoplifting. 
Drivers of Detroit's triple-finned whiz-bangs 
often lean down to ask the small-car driver if 
he pedals his machine with his feet. 

Now the little imports are jokes no longer. 
General Motors is taking steps to import some 
of the small carsswhich it manufactures in 
Europe. Ford will bring in more British-built 
Ford products. American Motors already sells 
its British-made Metropolitan, while Studebaker- 
Packard has tied up with Germany's Mercedes- 
Benz. 

In Michigan, where there are 200,000 un- 
employed, one of Walter Reuther’s rank-and- 
file union members wrote that “nearly 40,000 
of these little monsters have come into this 
eountry and are roaming our highways.” He 
admitted concern for,his job. He was speaking 
only of Ford imports,  ~ 

Over-all statistics offer little justification for 
dire worry. Auto production is estimated at 
6,100,000 cars this year; imports are estimated 
at 200,000, or less than’ 4 per cent of the total. 
But registrations of foreign cars in the first 
five ménths of this year zoomed to 66,692, up 
nearly 100 per cent over last year. And the 
4 per cent total is approximately as large a 


share of the market as our own independent - 


auto makers had last year. It is worth fight- 
ing over. 

There is no secret as to why Americans are 
driving small foreign cars in increasing num- 
bers. Their usual wheelbase is about 90 inches, 
which means ‘ease of handling and parking. 
Their customary four-cylinder engines are sim- 
ple to repair. They produce from 25 to 40 
miles to a gallon of gasoline. Their prices, for 
the most part, are under $2000..

During the tenure of former Secretary of the Treasury 
George M. Humphrey, one of the nation’s outstanding business 
men,’ inflation has driven up the cost of living 6 per cent, the 
wholesale price of industrial products has increased 12 points, 
and in defense industries inflation has boosted costs betwee 
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15 and 20 per cent. 


At the same time, the Treas- 
ury is pressing against the 
statutory debt limit and the 
short term debt is larger than 
at the beginning of the admin- 
istration in 1953. 

Secretary of Defense Charles 
E. Wilson, formerly president 
of General Motors, has failed 
to keep defense costs from ris- 
ing. Much of this failure can 
be blamed on Humphrey’s infla- 
tion and the increasing com- 
plexity of weapons, but much 
also is due to Wilson’s inability 
to reduce competitive weapons 
development among the services 
and to pare obsolescent military 
forces and functions. 

At the same time, the re- 
organization of the Defense 
Department under Wilson has 
created new disorganization. He 
has tried to give authority to 
innumerable new assistant sec- 
retaries of defense and of the 
services, most of whom know 
little of the functions they are 
supposed to fill. 

Short Tenures. 

A study some time ago by 
the Harvard Business Review 
showed that the average tenure 
of secretaries and assistant sec- 
retaries in the Defense Depart- 
ment and the services was 
about fifteen months, hardly 
long enough for them to learn 
their job. Most of them have 
to be propped up by military 
assistants. Among the assistant 
secretaries there is a constant 
struggle for power and position, 
not typical among military men, 
but commonplace in business. 
All this creates confusion and 
inefficiency and constant inter- 
ferehce with the staffs of the 
military services. 

The struggle over the defense 
budget and expenditures for the 
current fiscal year illustrates 
many of Wilson’s problems. The 
Bureau of the Budget estimated 
that defense expenditures dur- 
ing the fiscal year that ended 
June 30, 1957, would come to

The belated discovery that 
expenditures would far exceed 
estimates, and that. if they con- 
tinued, Defense Department 
expenditures would drive the 
Treasury above the legal debt 
limit by the end of this year, 
brought a series of poorly 
planned and hasty moves to 
cut expenditures. 

Why was Wilson, a competent 
man, not aware earlier af the 
huge increase in expenditure? 
He had several times in the 
past year explained the effect 
of inflation on defense costs 
and said that it would take the 
utmost effort in éfficiéncy and 
economy to make up for in- 
flated costs. 

Thought Only Temporary. 

It is reported that the Assist- 
ant Secretary of Defense and 
Comptroller, Wilfred J. McNeil, 
recognized the trend but 
thought it. was a temporary 
hump. It was not until some 
time in May that the magnitude 
of the increase in expenditure 
was recognized and that if it 
continued it might wipe out the 
Administration’s hoped-for bud- 
get surplus and run the Treas- 
ury against the debt limit.

Only the Beginning. 

This was only the beginning 
of the bad news and all of it is 
not out yet.

IN THE YEAR 1854 a young 
English aristocrat named Roger Tich- 
borne sailed from Rio de Janeiro on the 
Bella, a 400-ton ship bound for Kingston, 
Jamaica. The Bella never made port; 
and when a long-boat bearing its name 
was found drifting off the Brazilian 
coast it was assumed that it had gone 
down with all hands including young 
Tichborne. 

Roger’s mother, Lady Tichborne, nev- 
er shared this general belief. In the 
certainty that her son was still alive 
she employed investigators to carry on 
a search for his whereabouts and they 
finally located a man in Australia who 
admitted, under questioning, that he was 
indeed the missing Roger. 

Such was the genesis of the famous 
Tichborne case, a legal action and a 
controversy that caught the whole Eng- 
lish people by the ears, that cost the 
government and other parties involved 
at least ten million dollars, that made 
and destroyed the reputations of many 
well-placed persons and that was never 
finally settled even when the protagon- 
ist of the drama was dead. 

THE HISTORY of the Tichborne 
extravaganza has been told before and, 
not surprisingly, has become the subject 
of moving picture and television plays. 
Nevertheless, “The Tichborne Claimant” 
by Douglas Woodruff should find a place 
of its own in the literature of celebrated 
cases because of its thoroughness and 
freedom from bias. Most readers, I am 
sure, will find it an amazing record of 
individual frailties and mass emotions. 

The man who finally showed up in 
England and declared himself the miss- 
ing Roger Tichborne was under suspicion 
from the start. Known in Australia as 
Thomas Castro he had followed the 
butcher’s trade and showed no evidence 
of cultivation. Roger Tichborne had 
spent part of his childhood in France 
but the Claimant couldn’t speak French. 
Tichborne had been an officer in the 
British army; the Claimant didn’t know 
the difference between a squadron and 
a corporal’s guard. Tichborne had been 
educated at Stonyhurst, a Catholic col- 
lege. The Claimant was vague about 
his own education and his letters were 
full of grammatical errors and misspelled 
words,

Pearl Buck’s Retrospective Story of Marital Devotion

THIS GENTLY introspective and 
retrospective story of deeply shared 
marital devotion and the transcending 
power of love is told in the classically 
simple English that is one of Miss Buck’s 
most distinguishing trade-marks. Who 
can tell how true a story may be, how 
much a part of the author is pressed 
down into words? At any rate we know 
that her stories of China are from her 
own observation and that her knowledge 
of the flaming hills of Vermont is none 
the less personal. 

Elizabeth is back.at home in her own 
Vermont. hills, safe with Rennie, her 
son, from what Americans might reason- 
ably fear in the now-Communist capital 
city, Peking. Here she came to certain 
safety and what peace she could find 
half a world away from her beloved 
husband, Gerald. For Gerald McLeod, 
with his Scottish father and Chinese 
mother, was more Chinese than Ameri- 
can and felt his duty lay with the 
students of the big university he headed. 
And so, despairing but firm in their 
purpose, they parted. 

Now here is Elizabeth walking back 
from meeting the rural postman, the 
letter from Peking in her hand, which 
reads: “My dear wife; First, before I 
say what must be said, let.me.tell you 
that I love only you. Whatever I do 
now, remember it is you I love. If you 
never receive a letter from me again, 
know that in my heart I write you 
every day.” 


THEN FOLLOWS the stunning 
blow, the explanation of a necessity 
that had overtaken him in order that 
he might continue to live in the Com- 
munist China of the present and hope 
to escape to join her in the future. 
And because Elizabeth knows that his 
life depends upon it, she gives her 
heart-broken consent. 

Of course she cannot then explain to 
Rennie, who is already suffering his own 
mental tortures because of his Chinese 
blood and rejéeting his father for what 
seemed like desertion. Nor can she tell 
gentle old Baba, Gerald’s father, who 
wears his Chinese robes in Vermont and 
lives in his. Peking past. And there is

In the wide 
streets the common folk forgot their 
commonness and took on princely airs 
because the city in which they live with 
their ancestors is a kingly city, Even 
the beggars were not craven. They

members of the. professions—decided 
against him. Subsequently the Claim- 
ant was tried for perjury in a criminal 
procedure, The trial lasted 10 months. 
The Claimant was .convicted and sen- 
tenced to 14 years in prison. 

In the five years that elapsed from 
the time of the Claimant’s arrival in 
England until the beginning of the first 
trial, he became an international celeb- 
rity who divided the nation into two 
partisan camps. In general the press 
and the gentry were against him and 
lower ranks, the people, were for him, 
and both with equal belligerency. His 
individual supporters were moved by 
differtng considerations. Some of them 
obviously hoped to make a good thing 
out of the case; others, no less dedicated, 
believed his cause was just. 

THE CLAIMANT’S imprisonment 
did not stop the agitation in his behalf; 


and even after he was dead his daughter” 


made fitful efforts to prosecute the cause 
and re-establish the “right” of his heirs. 

To this day a full review of the case 
—as Mr. Woodruff has offered—is not 
enough to justify an unqualified con- 
clusion. Certainly, the criminal trial 
cannot stand as am example of even- 
handed British justice. The jury was 
handpicked from a panel of London 
tradesmen who depended on the gentry 
for their livelihood; the Crown had un- 
limited resources to spend on investiga- 
tions and the assembling of witnesses, 
while the defendant was bankrupt; the 
Chief Justice Cock- 
burn, had publicly stated his belief in 
the Claimant’s guilt and said as much 
to the jury in his charge. 
SOTHETICHBORNE case remains 
a mystery even though most of Mr. 
Woodruff’s predecessors who have writ- 
ten about it seem to regard the Claim- 
ant as an extraordinarily naive im- 
postor but an impostor just the same. 
If he was an impostor he was indeed 
naive. No one deliberately planning 
an impersonation of this sort could have 
been so badly coached for the role as 
was the Australian Claimant. 

This aspect of the controversy is only 
one of its many fantastic and puzzling 
aspects. So any reader who begins 
this book will probably finish it even 
though, at times it goes a little too 
thoroughly into side issues.

A HAPPY THOUGHT 
led to this rich, thoughtful, 
well-documented study of one 
of Virginia’s “oldest and 
greatest plantations and 
platiter families.”

Berkeley, rising proudly 
on the James in an area be- 
tween Jamestown and Rich- 
mond, goes back to 1618, the 
beginning of a plantation, 
“that private principality, a 
self-contained world,” as the 
Virginia writer - historian 


terms it. The Harrisons took 
possession in the 1690 period, 
and Mr. Dowdey portrays the 
workings of a large family 
community in its commercial 


‘ aspects, its basic essentials, 


and then appraises the period 
of lustrous traditions that fol- 
lowed. 

The one aspect is as fas- 
cinating as the other, and to 
his credit Mr. Dowdey keeps 
them separate. With con- 
siderable energy and intelli- 
gence, he presents a balanced 
analysis. As has happened 
over and over again in all 
parts of the South, from the 
Tidewater to Eastern Texas, 
the early plantation owners 
were generally not the “aris- 
tocrats” that their descend- 
ants have a habit of calling 
them. 

THESE ORIGINALS, 
or early Southerners were for 
the most part self-made men, 
men on the economic make, 


sweating, grunting and mak- 
ing hard bargains to set the 
foundations of ease that their 
children would enjoy. The 
elite manner came with time. 
Rich soil and hard-working 
black flesh. were the twin 
bases of the empires that they 
built. 

As the years passed the 
Harrisons married well, join- 
ing themselves with the Lees, 
the Parkes and others and ris- 
ing in public affairs, taking 
part in- pre- Revolutionary, 
Révolutionary and post-Revo- 
lutionary activities. Later 
came lesser sons, weaker men 
satisfied to live off what they 
received by inheritance, and 
in time the Harrisons lost 
their great estate. But Ber- 
keley Hundred, the magnifi- 
cent brick residence that 
dominates its region, con- 
tinues as a symbol of an ab- 
sorbing and meaningful epoch 
in the saga of America. 


Two Red World Shaking Books

THIS WEEK sees the pub- 
lication of a book that has all 
kinds of explosive possibili- 
ties for the Communist world. 
It is “The New Class” by 
Milovan Diilas, to be released 
by the New York publishing 
house of Praeger. And next 
month Dutton will bring out 
a book that has, in fact, been 
shaking the Soviet intellec- 
tual world for the past nine 
months. This is Vladimir 
Dudintsev’s novel “Not By 
Bread Alone.” 


The appearance in quick 
succession of two such books 
is of more than ordinary lit- 
erary interest. In March of 
last year this writer conclud- 
ed a review’ of Dr. Robert

Downs’s work “Books That 
Changed the World” with the 
thought that at that very mo- 
ment someone might be writ- 
ing a book that would change 
our world even as it had been 
changed many times in the 
past. It was, of course, a shot 
in the dark, but it now ap- 
pears that it was a more ac- 
curate one than could possibly 
have been anticipated, . For 
both the above - mentioned 
books may well come into 
this category, at least so far 
as the Soviet world is con- 
cerned. 


, Dudintsev’s book was pub- 
lished in Moscow. last fall and 
because it is a sustained and 
bitter expose of the Soviet 
bureaucracy and its method 
of operation it put the whole 
Soviet intelligentsia into a 
spin. Extraordinary demon- 
strations occurred among uni- 
versity students; for three 
months, it was reported, they 
talked about practically noth- 
ing else. 


EDWARD CRANK- 
SHAW, the English Russian 
expert, wrote at the time: 
“There are writers whose 
names live for centuries, but 
who, onee they have died, are 
scarcely read. These are the 
men who, without being great 
creators, mark with their 
work a turning point or a new 
beginning. Dudintsev is prob- 
ably one of these; and ‘Not 
By Bread Alone’ will come to 
stand for the awakening of 
the Russian people to the 


true nature of the regime of . 


Lenin, Stalin- and Khrush- 
chey.” _ | 

Crankshaw quoted a Rus- 
sian student as exclaiming: 
“Our literature has’ been the 
literature of a great lie. At 


last it is becoming the lit- 


erature of great truth!”

book was a time bomb which 
lay intact in Russia simply 
because nobody, not even the 
all-powerful Soviet leaders, 
dared to remove it. Too many 
people knew about it. Too 
many people agreed with it. 
THE CASE of Milovan 
Dijilas is quite different. Du- 
dintsev has not renounced 
Communism; Dijilas has, And 


"because Dijilas has not mere- 


ly renounced it but exposed 
it, branded it for what it is, 
he is today serving a three- 
year term in a Yugoslav 
prison. 


What makes Diilas’s book 
so remarkable and  sensa- 
tional is that its author was. 
once one of the top Commu- 
nists of the world. He was 
Tito’s Vice President and the 
man given the best chance of 
succeeding Tito. He is easily 
the highest ranking Commu- 
nist ever to renounce Com- 
munism, and he has done it 
by cold, logical analysis of 
its true nature. His indict- 
ment is the more devastating 
for being based on fact and 
irrefutable argument. 


Djilas himself is more re- 
markable even than his book. 
According to I.N.S.’s Central 
European _ correspondent 
Katharine Clark, who reports 
from personal acquaintance 
with him, he is a new type of 
man for Communism to breed 
—and for Communism to deal 
with. He is a philosopher 
who, almost by a miracle, 
retained the will and capacity 
to think for himself and reach 
his own conclusions ‘while 
passing up through the sys- 
tem from the lowest to the 
highest rung. And further- 
more, he is a_ philosopher 
who has dared to discover the 
truth about that system and 
to put the truth into a book. 


Think of the courage in- 
volved in telling the com- 
rades to their faces, so to 
speak, such home truths as: 
“Modern history has no rec- 
ord of actions against the 
movements of the masses 
which are as brutal, inhuman 
and unlawful as those of 
Communist regimes.” 

No one, he says, “compelled 
me to embrace or reject 
Communism. I made my own 


decisions, according to my 
own convictions, freely, inso- 


‘far as a man.can be: free. 


Even though I was disillu- 
siored, I do not belong to 
those for whom disillusion- 


ment was sharp and extreme. 
I cut myself off gradually 
and consciously, building up 
the pictufes and conclusions 
I present in this book.” 

DJILAS PROVES that 
to maintain power the Com- 


munists cannot permit any . 


thought other than that which 
reflects the line handed out 
from above. He _ writes: 
“Tyranny over the mind is 
the most complete and brutal 
type of tyranny: every other 
tyranny begins and ends with 
it. Thought is the most cre- 
ative force. It uncovers the 
new. Men cannot either live 
or produce if they do not 
think or contemplate. ... 
“The stifling of every 
thought, the exclusive .mo- 
nopoly over thinking for the 
purpose of defending their 


personal interests will nail” 


the Communists to a shame- 
ful cross in history.” 


It is a matter for most in- 
tense speculation to consider 
what explosive results this 
book by Milovan Diilas may 
have both behind the iron 
curtain and in the uncommit- 
ted nations of Asia. The 
propaganda agencies of the 
free world should see to it

He has never 
seen them start on hickory nuts 
so early in previous years. 

Kehr believes that squirrels 
are more plentiful in the coun- 
ty than in several years.

Walter Shannon, who is now 
Farm Club Director for the 
Cardinal organization, was con- 
ducting this camp, and he want- 
ed to see how fast the boy could 
run. He stood him up at the 
plate. “Take three swings at 
the ball,” he said, “and then 
get down to second base as fast 
as you can.” 

The big fellow took his three 
swings, then he dropped the bat 
and took off right across the 
pitcher’s mound. He knocked 
the pitcher down as he sailed 
by, and slud into second with 
an air of triumph and a great 
cloud of dust. 

When the dust had settled, 
Shannon looked down at him. 
“Son,” he said, “why did you do 
that?” The boy looked up at 
Shannon with the expression of 
a man who has simple logic on 
his side. “You told me to get 
to second base as fast as I 
could,” he said. 

Things like that happen at 
tryout camps, which accounts 
for the dismay. Scout Joe Mona- 
han tells about the boy who was 
trying out for pitcher. Joe 
called out to him, “Hold that 
runner on first base.’’ The boy 
called right back to Joe: “Let 
the first baseman hold him, 
He’s closer to him than I am.” 

But just when a scout’s san- 
ity is tottering, something good 
happens, which is why hope 
springs eternal. There was the 
day, for instance, when a red- 
haired kid from a little town in 
Illinois showed up at a Cardinal 
camp at Busch Stadium. He 
said he was a second baseman 
and his name was Schoendienst, 
He was right on both counts. 

A shortstop named Marty 
Marion appeared one day with 
glove in hand at a camp at 
Rome, Ga.

and the Cardinals 21 years 
ago, and which has since been 
adopted by virtually every club 
in the major leagues, might be 
called the grass roots of organ- 
ized baseball. While it isn’t, as 
Director Shannon points out, 
the only source of material, or 
even the major source of mate- 
rial, it’s an important one. 

But even more than that it’s 
an open door of opportunity for 
any youngster in the United 
States who he’s another 
Stan Musial, to show the scouts 
what he’s got.

At Marion, a town of 10,000 
population Monahan had ar- 
ranged with City Recreation 
Director Cliff Storme to use 
the diamond at City Park.

N the eve of the opening 
Qs of the tryouts, we talked 

to Monahan, who is now in 
his eleventh year of scouting, 
and with Frank Leahy, his as- 
sistant. Monahan broke in with 
the Cardinal minor league or- 
ganization in 1935 when he was 
17 years old, playing first base. 
He played at Charlotte, N.C., 
Springfield, Tll., and San Diego, 
Calif., among other places and 
then the war came After 
four years in the Air Force, he 
came back to become a scout. 
Leahy, a St. Louis paint sales- 
man and baseball buff, is 4 
friend of Monahan’s and part- 
time scout. 

What does Monahan look for 
first in a candidate? 

“Number one in importance,” 
he said, “is co-ordination. Then, 
of course, comes a good throw- 
ing arm, and speed, Baseball 
is a race between a man and a 
ball. If you’re throwing the 
ball, you’ve got to beat the 
runner. If you're the runner, 
you've got to try to beat the 
ball. 

“Then, we look for what I 
call the plus factor. The some- 
thing extra in either throwing, 
speed or hitting. It’s been our 
experience that {f you try to 
find all three in a boy, you'll 
never sign anybody. But if he’s 
outstanding in one or two cate- 
gories, there’s always the chance 
the other can be developed. If 
a kid can do any of these three 
outstandingly, he has a chance 
for pro ball. Provided, of 
course, that he isn’t hopeless 
on the other two. There are 
few men, even in the major 
leagues, who qualified in all 
three.” 

What about size? . 

“We like to get big, strong 
boys, but there are plenty of 
exceptions. Look at  Blasin- 
game and Rizutto.” 

Monahan doesn’t have time 
in a two-day camp to get ac- 
quainted with the boys and 
judge them from the standpoint 
of personality and character. 
“But one thing a boy has got to 
have,” he says, “is singleness 
of purpose. A determination 
to play baseball. And you don’t 
have to be around them long 
to tell if they’ve got it.”

shag over-the-fence balls, “They 
gave us a bad time at Sikeston,”

17, odds are the boy is still in 
high school and there is a rule 
against signing boys in high 
school. Although there have 
been cases, Joe said, where boys 
have been signed in their grad- 
uation gowns and gone home 
with a diploma in one hand and 
a contract in the other.

I immediately asked him to 
write down what he had seen.

The next morning 
the second Russian attack came, 
and we had more urgent 
things to do than to continue 
with the story. Later when we 
saw that all was lost, we had 
only time to arrange for his 
and our safety.

After these 
had been collected our com- 
mander warned us again that 
if any one had kept anything 
back he would be p 
Later we heard that in another 
unit an army security officer 
had found a girl’s photograph 
on one of the corporals, The 
corporal was given 21 days’ de- 
tention and stripped of his rank. 

Commanding officers were 
given rose-colored writing 
per, crossed with a thick yel- 
ow line from the top left-hand 
corner to the bottom right one. 
Every sheet was numbered and 
all official business must, it was

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| Katydid Chorus | 
Signs That Summer 
Is Nearing Its End 


By Leonard Hall 


HE incessant katydid, singing through the night as 

_ the August moon drops down the western sky, is not 

the only sign that summer has nearly run its course. 
Although this is not'a “locust year,” there are enough 
cicadas to fill the after- 
noons with their sustained 
and melancholy whirring. 
Red leaves begin to show 
in the sour gum trees, and 
now and then a flash of 
+ scarlet appears in the Vir- 

. ginia creeper. Foliage of 

/, the buckeyes turns brown 
© and falls, while here and 
Yj there in the forest under- 
story a dogwood has start- 
ed donning its autumnal 
attire. There is early 
goldenrod in the fence- 
rows and flower heads on 
the sumac are turning 
reddish brown. 

We have two common 
katydids; a little fellow 
that lives in the fields 
and often startled into 
flight from the tall grass, 
and the much larger vari- 
ety often attracted to the porch screens by the lights 
inside. Both are actually “long-horned grasshoppers” with 
antennae often longer than their bodies. Like other grass- 
hoppers, they go through several nymphal stages and have 
egg-laying organs called ovipositors. Eggs are laid along 
the edges of leaves which are split for this purpose or in 
rows on twigs or crevices in tree bark. Cicadas. belong to 
an even larger family than katydids and do their singing 
by means of a pair of internal membranes that operate 
somewhat like a drum. They are destructive in the “top” 
years of their cycle because their eggs are laid in slits 
in the twigs of trees, often killing them.

It is seldom that one goes botanizing in earnest 
across the Ozatk countryside in August. There is 
a breathless quality about these days that starts 
the perspiration trickling with the slightest ex- 
ertion—and both ticks and chiggers are still with 
us in force. In the deep woods, moreover, exces- 
sive moisture has encouraged a larger-than-usual 
crop of mosquitoes and other biting insects. Yet 
the work on the farm often takes us, well-sprayed 
with some good repellent, out inte the dense 
cover. And when we £0, we are amazed at the 
variety of the late summer flowers, many of them 
_ comparing favorably in beauty with those of spring.

@ I THINK that the family with the largest representa- 
tion as this season is the Compositae, often called the Daisy 
“family although not every member resembles a daisy. All 
of the composites are alike, however, in that the flower- 
heads appear as one blossom but are actually made up of 
“Many separate flowers; in this they differ from all other 
-Alossoming plants. Composites make up most of the color 
of the autumn fencerows where yellow and .blue or purple 
are dominant. Here they include the goldenrods—some 
35 species of them in Missouri, as many asters, the thistles, 
perhaps 20 sunflowers (Helianthus), a dozen rudbeckias 
which include the coneflowers and black-eyed Susan, the 
tickseeds (Bidens), the ironweeds and many others. One 
interesting group of composites are the Eupatoriums; Joe- 
Pye weed, boneset, white snakeroot, thoroughwort and mist 
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flower which looks rather like a tall white ageratum. 


These are not, however, the only autumn flowers and many 


others blooming right now are well worth knowing. There 
are several*autumn milkweeds, all of them attractive to 
butterflies which not only sip the nectar but lay their 
eggs on the leaves of particular species. Pale touch-me-not 
ar. jewelweed grows in deep moist soil along the creeks; 
the leaves have a silvery sheen when immersed in water 
and the flowers are orange-yellow, flecked with purple 
spots. Touch the little seed-pods as they ripen and they 
fly open to scatter the seeds. Also growing nearby you 
are sure to find the star bellflower, Campanula Americana; 
a tall spike of star-like blossoms of clear sky blue.

Or is she a hapless target of 
abuse for adding an eight-hour work 
burden to housekeeping labors to 
make ends meet? 

Mrs. Ezra Howard of Kansas City 
asserts: “Since wives have been go- 
ing out of their homes in droves to 
work there has been a parallel in- 
crease in juvenile delinquency.” 

She is an executive of the American 
Home Economics Association and the 
mother of two.grown children. Unless 
there is “real financial hardships,” 


she insists, mothers should stay home . 


with their. children—‘“at the sacrifice

Miss Weitzel argues that for chil- 
dren younger than 3 “there is no ade- 
quate substitute for the consistent 
mothering a child requires to devel- 
op a healthy personality.” ; 

Older than 3, the child gradually 


says, “but mothers still have the 
major responsibility to see that their 
children are cared for.”

HYCHIATRIST RAYMOND EE. 
P ROBERTSON, superintendent of 
the state of Illinois’ Institute for 
Juvenile Research, has seen well-ad- 
justed children emerge from bad 
homes and vice-versa, and one bad 
egg from a family which produced 
four balanced children, He concludes: 
“Each person has basic human 
needs, If these are met, he can grow 
into a healthy individual. These can 
be met by a mother who works—if 
she can give her child enough secur- 
ity when she is home.” 

Dr. Robertson offers an answer to 
why many working mothers can ful- 
fill the child’s emotional nourishment 
and moral training. His “if” under- 
scores the risk. 

Although problem children gen- 
erally point to discord in the home, 
no judge or juvenile worker will be 
quoted as saying that a mother taking 


a job automatically brings discord. 


They merely hint she’s inviting it. 
Sociologist Burgess says: 

“My conclusion is that it would be 
a very good thing if there were half- 
time jobs for women so they could 
have this avenue of expression and 
added income and still be able to 
take care of their children.”

ture generations. 

United States Borax, the 
world’s biggest producer, is 
mining a big open cut deposit 
of 80,000,000 tons of borax at 
Boron, Calif. This is a 100- 
year supply at the current rate 
of extraction. 

The amount of boron diverted 
to military use now is less than 
1 per cent of sales. However, 
as its use as a fuel expands, 
the demand for borax is ex- 
pected to jump from 1,000,000 
tons annually to 8,500,000. 

Boron chemistry today, says 
a spokesman for American 
Potash, is at the same stage as 
carbon chemistry 50 years ago, 
when no one could envision its 
effect on our lives. From car- 
bon came a host of wondrous 
fabrics, plastics, fuels, greases 
and dyes, 

Boron, the experts say, may 
prove just as versitale, reach 
just as deeply into every facet 
of living. 


U.S. USE TAX ON HIGHWAY

TUBERCULOSIS DEATH RATE 
SHOWS INCREASE IN CITY 


The death rate in St. Louis 
from tuberculosis increased last 
year to 134 from 113 the previ- 
ous year and St. Louis is tied 
for third among 16 major cities 
in the number of deaths from 
the disease, the Tuberculosis 
and Health Society of St. Louis | 
announced yesterday. 

William D. Walsh, president | 
of the society, said St. Louis, 
ties with New-Orleans for third 
place in the number of tubercu- 
losis deaths a year. Both have 
15.5 deaths for 100,000 popula- 
tion. Only Baltimore and Phila- 
delphia have a higher death 
rate. 

Although the death rate here 
increased, there was a reduc- 
tion in the number of newly re- 
ported cases, Walsh said. Last 
year 540 St. Louisans were re- 
ported to have tuberculosis, 
compared with 604 the previous 
year. At the close of last year 
there were 2071 cases the | 
disease on record here. Of 
927 were white men, 425 White |E- 
women, 434 Negro men and 288 
Negro women.

This is beginning 
to look remarkably like the 
southwest of last year— a land 
of famine and debt. 


Eisenhower’s Visit. 


When Président Eisenhower 
flew to the southwest in Jan- 
uary he found vast areas 
devastated by drouth in a re- 
gion extending from Arizona 
and Utah eastward into Mis- 
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—nearly twice the area of the 
old dust bowl of the mid-1930’s 
— in Texas, Oklahoma, New 
Mexico, Colorado, Kansas and 
Nebraska had suffered wind 
erosion damage. 

Many ranchers had been 
forced to sell off all cattle ex- 
cept a few foundation head. 
Farmers told of going three and 
four years without making a 
single crop. Abandoned farm 
houses and fences, buried by 
soil from denuded fields, told 
the story of a land that. had 
gone too long with too little 
water.

The language barrier, how- 
ever, has not prevented ‘them 
from having babies. A great 
many G.Is and their wives 
have reversed the usual pro- 
cedure—they have babies first 
and then get married. 

Second Time for Many. 

Perhaps 5 per cent of the 
current crop of Japanese wives 
going to the states are married 
to their second G.I. Their first 
husbands returned to the 
States and divorced them.

Oklahoma had only 1.98 inches 
of rain during a seven-months 
period in 1956.

Rains Widely Welcomed. 

The first rains were wel- 
comed, hailed as “drouth bus- 
ters” as they continued. In 
some places they fell stowly but 
in many others they were vio- 
lent downpours, washing away 
top soil, sweeping away live- 
stock and flooding lowlands. 
Early plantings were washed 
out while in other areas farm- 
ers. had to wait weeks and 
months before they could get 
into the fields. 

At scores of southwestern 
points, the downpours were the 
first real rain in years. Cimar- 
ron county now reported 9.58 
inches for a comparable seven- 
month period this year. 

Major county, Oklahoma, 
which had only 4.17 inches in 
seven months last year, record- 
ed 30.24 for the seven months 
ending this June 1. Many 
Texas points received as much 
rain during the first four 
months of 1957 as they had in 
all of 1956. 

Once the rains and. floods 
ended, the southwest was like 
a new land. Rangeland and pas- 
tures became lush for the first 


many areas. Pastures and 
ranges are becoming brown.” 


Alfred C. Brittain, United 
States Department of Agricul- 
ture crop and marketing statis- 
tician for Missouri, warned that 
corn, soybeans, cotton, hay and 
pastures are going to need 
more rain during August. 

Even Nebraska, which “got 
off easy” in the drouth and 
has had good rains this spring, 
reports . additional - moisture 
needed in some sections. 

Farmers and ranchers in the 
area have a saying: “There’s 
nothing wrong with this coun- 


try that a good rain won't 
cure.” 

But in the southwest, there's 
a mighty fine line between dis- 
aster from too little water and 


catastrophe from too much | 


water. 


An apt example is the trees | 


around Waco in central Texas. 


Last summer thousands died 
from the drouth. This spring 
thousands drowned during the 
floods when their roots could 
'not get air.

FATHEAD SURVEY 
CONCLUSION: MEN 
HOLD THE EDGE 


COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 10 (UP) 
-—Men are fatheads, but on 
them it looks good. This is one 
finding of a scientific study 
made by Dr. Stanley M. Garn, 
associate professor of anthropol- 
ogy at Antioch College, Yellow 
Springs, O. 

Dr. Garn based his conclu- 
sions on a study of 81 men, - 
40, and 107 women, age 39. He 
concluded that men have more 
fat in their heads than women. 

Another conclusion the doctor 
reached is that women are 41 
per cent fatter than men. Near- 
ly one-fourth of female weight 
is fat. With men, fat accounts 
for about one-sixth of the total 
weight. 

“It's obvious women have 
roan outer fat,” Dr. Garn point- 


On the other hand, the “inner 
fat” that can’t be seen on men 
may be shortening their lives 
and endangering their health. 

“Women are like polar bears,” 
Garn said. “They have an outer 
fat which serves as insulation.” 

Then he theorized that it may 
be that fat on women—on the 
outside and at a lower tempera-

Courageous 
Billy Mitchell

With the late Brig. Gen. Billy Mitchell's 1926 
_ court-martial recently in the news again, my 
thoughts return to the General and his pionéering 
achievements. I wonder, for instance, how many 
of our bombardiers in World War II realized that 
they had General Mitchell to thank for being able 
to claim that hitting a target was “as easy as shoot- 
ing fish in a barrel.” The tale needs telling, for it 
may help remind all Americans of the great debt 
they owe to this intrepid crusader for air power. 
One day in 1921 he asked me whether I had 
had any experience with sighting devices. I replied 
that I had and described a bombsight with a fairly 
.complex mechanism which I had invented. I re- 
member being deeply impressed by his grasp of 
technical details which many trained engineers 
did not comprehend so swiftly.

Later he said to me, “I’ve stuck my 
neck out on this thing because I think you are on 
the right track.” 

Well, the bombsight was built. America pos- 
sessed the first all-automatic bombsight in the 
world.

And, thanks 
to Mitchell’s relentless pressure, other develop- 
ments soon were made which are the mainstays of 
present air navigation. 

As a result, America today leads the world in

Recently a Southern newspaper ran 
this headline: U.S. SEEKS WAY TO 
CUT FALL-OUT. Within an hour an 
anxious reader called in. “If they cut 
fall out,” he asked, “does that mean 
we're going to go from summer right 
into winter?” 

That’s the story, anyway. Actually, 
it never happened. The whole thing, 
headline and all, was invented by a 
newspaper columnist. Aware of Gov- 
ernment efforts to reduce the fall-out 
from atomic explosions, he simply let 
his sense of humor roam. Result: a 
highly quotable joke. 

Today, that’s how a great many 
funny stories get started. Without de- 
tracting from the nameless, faceless 
characters who sit up nights manufac- 
turing jests, let’s finally give credit to 
a relatively small group of profession- 
als men and women who make a 
business of being funny. 

Some work on newspapers, some for 
show business personalities, some for 
radio and television. A considerable 
number of free-lancers, sell their out- 
put to magazines, syndicates and enter- 
tainers. Among them they produce a 
big fraction of the stories you hear— 
and tell—among your friends. * 


Help from Bing 


How do they.do it? By working and 
reworking staple situations — the high 
cost of living, taxes, young love, mar- 
ried life, careless drivers, sports dubs 
and so on. Often the result is pure fab- 
rication, but sometimes not. 

Several years ago Bing Crosby and 
some golfing companions were putting 
out on a “dog-leg” hole. A ball came 
soaring out of the woods, landing in a 
nasty trap at the far edge of the green. 
In a spirit of fun, Bing picked up the 


ball and dropped it into the cup. The 
foursome went their way, speculating 
as to the unknown player's pleasant 
surprise. 

Then one of Bing’s writers reworked 
the incident. In his version an elderly, 
perspiring golfer emerged from the 
woods to be given the good news. “Won- 
derful” he exclaimed. “Wonderful! 
That gives me a twelve on this hole!” 

Not all innocent experiences and in- 
cidents need the expert's touch to be 
funny. TV quizmaster Art Linkletter 
once interviewed a 5-year-old whose 
father worked in a factory. “And what 
does your daddy make?” Art beamed. 

The kid beamed back. “Payments.”

Similarly, when Washington news- 
paper correspondent Sarah McClendon 
was covering White House press con- 
ferences for her husband last fall, 
she followed the custom of correspond- 
ents who represent a number of papers 
and identified herself each time with 
a different publication.

group that evening. And so another 
story was born. 

The speed with which stories now 
“get around” is a continuing mystery to 
laymen, and even to many profession- 
als. Fifty or 75 years ago, audiences 


enjoyed — and retold — humorous 


monologues most of their lives. A gen- 
eration ago, a -vaudeville comedian 
usually introduced new material only 
every season or so. 

But today, when uncounted millions 
watch a single comic program on TV, 
a good story may become stale in a day. 
Syndicated newspaper columns—some 
appearing in hundreds of papers — 
aid the process. So do mass-circulation 
magazines. And on any given day a 
million persons may be talking to other 


. millions in groups, using funny stories 


to make points. 

Some years ago I developed an origi- 
nal story to‘meet a special timely situa- 
tion. I told it at a meeting in Chicago, 
and to a luncheon-club group in Peoria. 


I had planned to use it at a forum in _ 


Pittsburgh— until the speaker just 
ahead of me got up and told it! I learned 
later he had picked it up from a sales- 
man in Cincinnati. 


Now, This Old Lady... 
- This points up the fact that many 


stories “get around” by the old reliable 
means — word of mouth. This is 


notably true of those with a risque 
aspect. Almost everyone enjoys telling 
a new story. 

Right now everyone is telling about 
the delightful character in an old ladies’ 
home who had wheels put on her rock- 
ing chair so she could rock ’n’ roll. To- 
morrow they'll be repeating this defi- 
nition of a well-adjusted person: He’s 
the individual whose intake of pep pills 


overbalances his consumption of tran- 
quilizers by just enough to leave him 
the energy to visit his psychoanalyst. 
Or they'll be offering the newest defini- 
tion of an old-timer: one who can 
remember when the stranger who ac- 
costed you on the street was a pan- 
handler and not a recruiting agent for 
an engineering firm. 

Are there “fashions” in funny 
stories? Certainly. Inevitably, they re- 
flect the tempo and the times. When I 
first began writing humor, a favorite 
subject was the bride who couldn’t 
cook. Today such stories have little 
point. Even an inexperienced girl now 
can turn out the most delicious meal 
you ever thaw. 

Currently there are two parallel 
trends — the gruesomes and the dis- 
tortions. Many of the former are‘ too 
gruesome; you may not even like this 
sample : 

A widow, viewing her husband laid 
out in a funeral parlor, expressed regret 
that she had ordered a brown, rather 
than a blue, suit for the occasion. 

“We can fix that,” said the obliging 
mortician. “Just drop back again about 
6 o'clock.” “ 

Sure enough, when the widow 
called at 6, the change had been made. 
“It was easy,” the mortician told her. 
“The woman whose husband is in the 
next room decided she preferred her 
husband in a brown suit...” 

“So you traded suits?” 

“Oh, no, we just switched heads!” 


Now, This Indian... 


The distortions involve an elaborate 
build-up to give a familiar phrase an 
idiotic twist — usually punny. For ex- 
ample: 

An Indian went to call on his old 
friend, Shortcake. To his surprise, 
Shortcake’s squaw said he was dead. 


At first stunned, the visitor then asked 


if there was anything he could do. 

“No,” was the simple response. 

“Can’t I even help bury my friend?” 

“No,” the woman answered. “Squaw 
bury Shortcake.” 

One type of story that never goes out 
of fashion kids the economic plight of 
the farmer. This one came from 
drought-ridden Kansas last summer: 

A hardware merchant became curi- 
ous when, week after week, a certain 
farmer came in and bought several 
hammers. Finally he asked why. 

“Oh,” said the farmer, “I sell them 
to folks in my neighborhood for a dol- 
lar apiece.” 

“But, man,” protested the dealer,

A FAMILY 
FIGHTS BACK 


In this worst year of storm disasters, read how the Millers of 


Louisiana lost everything in 24 hours — except their courage 
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by SID ROSS 


ARELY HAS the nation been so ravaged bj 
R weather as during the firs® seven months of 
1957. Tornadoes crisscrossed the south and 
southwest; floods smashed through Kentucky, Virginia 
and West Virginia; blizzards tore into 13 midwest and 
southwest states; torrential rains drenched the Pacific 
coast; the worst spring snow storms in 20 years para- 
lyzed the Rocky Mountain states. 

This summer the first of the year's dreaded hurri- 
canes boiled out of the Caribbean, smashed into Louis- 
iana’s Gulf coast. Called Audrey, she left havoc and 
a high death toll €over 600) in her wake. 

Headlines flashed each of these disasters — in 
terms of lives lost, damage done. But what about those 
who survived? In this 20th century of scientific won- 
ders, what happens to man and his machines when 
nature explodes? And what does today’s average Amer- 
ican do when everything but the clothes on his back 
is swept away? 

To find out, PARADE visited a family that lived 
through the nightmare of Audrey. Theirs is a story of 
terror, suspense and quiet heroism — and two clear 
conclusions: 

® Man and his biggest works still are but puny 
things before the giant fist of Nature. 

¢ Americans — despite charges that modern living 
has turned them soft — still have the gumption of 
their pioneering forefathers to rebuild with their bare 
hands what Nature casually destroys. 


CAMERON, LA. 
It was a day much like other days — Wednesday, 
June 26. Warren (Gage). Miller, 40, busied himsel! 

His 
wife, Ruby, 36, made ready to sew a new dress for 
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left side; a room on the right. Upper left: the attic which saved 30 people. 


their oldest daughter, Frances, 13. Their three other 
girls — Judy, 7, Karen, 6, and Donna, 4 — played 
in the.back yard. 

By 10 p.m. the Millers were getting ready for bed. 
Staying with them that night were six relatives. Most 
had come because hurricane Audrey was bearing down 


- on the Louisiana coast from the Gulf of Mexico and 
the big, four-bedroom house was considered safe be- 


cause it was on high ground. 

Nobody was too worried. Extra cans of water had 
been put away and some candles fetched. But the 
Millers saw no immediate danger: the latest weather 
forecast said Audrey would not hit till the next after- 
noon, giving folks plenty of time to make the safety 
of inland -Lake Charles, only an hour's ride away. 


Decision to Stay 


What nobody knew was that 1) Audrey had picked 
up speed; and 2) she was pushing ahead of her a giant 
tidal wave, later estimated at 9- to 20-feet high. 

Before retiring, Gage Miller checked up. Outside 
the night was calm. He decided (because “we're used 
to a little wind down here”) not to leave the next day 
for Lake Charles. 

Gage hated to leave his home and property. He'd 
worked close to 20 years — in a cotton gin and as a 
farmer — before building it, mostly with his own two 
hands. 

In the bdck he had a chicken house, with over 
1,000 -5-week-old chicks. Along one side was a row 
of nine small bungalows, which he rented to transient 
oil-field workers (that afternoon he'd collected $80 in 
rent). Down the road a few hundred yards stood a 
filling station and grocery, which he also rented. At 
40, Gage Miller was a fairly well-to-do man.

Doug dressed quickly, woke up Gage, then drove 
off to pick up his mother-in-law a few miles away. 
Gage meanwhile sped off in the opposite direction, to 
awake the school janitor and have him open the new 
brick schoolhouse as a refuge for possible st6érm 
victims. 

When Gage started out there were a few drops of 
tain, a few gusts of wind. When he reached the jani- 
tor’s home a few minutes later, the rain was coming 
down in sheets. Ervis Portie, the janitor, lost no time. 
Driving to the school, he kept one hand on the horn 
to wake people up. Some ignored the alarm, thinking 
there still was plenty of time for a getaway, and went 
back to sleep. 

Within minutes after Portie opened the school, 
people were pushing into it. Doug Murphy dropped 
his mother-in-law there, then took off for the Miller 
house. He brought with him husky, 17-year-old Gary 
Primeaux; figuring help would be needed to transport 
the women from the home to the schoolhouse. But it 
was already too late. 

Back home, Gage Miller had also decided that it was 
time to go. He*helped rouse and dress the children. 
They were about to leave when Doug came rushing in. 

His face was white. “The water's up to the running 
board of my truck — and it’s still rising!” 
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Gage took one look outside and saw they'd never 
make the schoolhouse. Waves of water — the advance 
guard of the tidal wave — churned at the house. A 
heavy tool box floated by the front door. 

They saw four cars picking their way along the road 
toward the schoolhouse. Near the Miller home the 
cars stopped, unable to go any further. The people got 
out and raced through the storm to the Miller home. 

* There were 16 altogether, men, women and chil- 
dren. Soaking wet and frightened, the children crying, 
the women began apologizing for “muddying up your 
clean floor.” Ruby Miller shushed them, made some 
warm milk for the children, wrapped them in blankets. 

By six there was light enough to see the water as it 
raced through the back yard, smashing at the walls of 
the house. The surging, racing water was close to 
three-feet high; just a few inches more and it would 
begin pouring into the house. 

Gage ducked out to the garage, brought back a step- 
ladder. “I figured,” he says, “we'd need it if we had 
to climb up fo the attic. But I never dreamed the water 
would get as high as it did.” 


Water and Wind 


On the way Gage saw that the chicken house — 
and the thousands of dollars in chicks, not to mention 
the tiny creatures themselves — had already been 
washed away. An hour later he figured his house was 
about gone. Water, pounding with sledge-hammer 
force, crashed through the front windows, cascading 
across the floor. 

Then there was a sudden jar. The water — and 
120 m.p.h. winds — slammed the house off its con- 
crete blocks, knocking it back against a steel television 
antenna. (“Maybe that’s what kept the house from 
being swept away like the others,” says Gage. ) 

In a few minutes the water was pouring through 
the windows in a torrent. The men tore down doors 
and nailed them to the windows, but tons of water 
flipped the doors aside like matchsticks, flooding over 
the men. 

Gage put a stepladder under the trap door and, one 
by one, the 30 men, women and children squirmed 
into the narrow stifling attic. The light from one small 
candle made flickering shadows against the walls. 

Frightened, Ruby Miller still could plan. “I was 
sure the house would be smashed to pieces by the 
water. I told my husband that when it happened, he 


‘ should grab one child while I held on to another. Then 


I asked a man and a woman, who didn’t have children 
of their own, to try to hold on to our other two.”

There was a crack in the attic floor. 


The oldest Miller girl, Frances, looked 


through and saw the water swirling 
through the house, sweeping away “fur- 
niture, pots and pans, clothes, every- 
thing. And it kept getting higher and 
higher.” 

Always there was noise: the wind 
howled; the house creaked, groaned, 
shook like a leaf in a storm; the water 
roared; logs flung by the waves cracked 
against the walls. 


About 8:30 a.m. there was a new © 


sound —a grinding, ripping noise. 
Then, with a jarring crash, one side 
of the house swept away. 

The women began crying hysteric-

ally, but, amazingly, the rest of the 
house held — for a while. At 11 there 
was another ripping noise; Gage saw 
the front porch scud away. 

“I huddled the family together,” says 
Gage, who still licks his lips nervously 
when he talks about it. “My wife, Fran- 
ces and myself formed a circle around 
the smaller children. Any moment we 
thought we'd be separated.” 

The water was now almost up to the 
attic floor. “We had nowhere else to 
go,” says Gage, “since we didn’t have 
tools to cut through to the roof. I 
figured if the Lord didn’t help us now, 
we'd either drown in the attic or be 
washed away with the house.” 


Everybody prayed. A 76-year-old 
woman kept repeating the 23rd Psalm: 
“The Lord is my Shepherd, I shall not 
want...” A young man fell to his 
knees and prayed silently. 

A gaping hole had been torn in the 
side of the attic and through it they 
could see the churning water rising 
toward them. “We all started to cry,” 
says Frances. “But we held tight to 
each other, If we were going to die, I 
wanted us all to die together.” 

A few hours later — about 1 p.m. 
— Gage and others noticed something 
that gave them hope. They'd been 
watching the water, now over five-feet 
high in the yard, inching up a tele-

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phone pole. It had stopped inching. 
Hopefully, prayerfully they strained 
their eyes, staring at the pole. Then a 
boy looked through the crack at the 
water downstairs. “There’s no more 
furniture,” he cried happily, “but the 
water’s going down.” 

By 2 p.m. — after more than six 
hours in the cramped attic — two of 
the men decided to risk trying to get 
to the schoolhouse. An hour later they 
were back with good news: some 30 
people there, including relatives of 
some in the attic, had survived the 
storm. “We had thought,” says Mrs. 
Miller, “that they were drowned for 


sure, since the schoolhouse is on lower | 


ground.” 

Gage and the rest decided to set out 
for the schoolhouse. Carrying the 
women and children, they made it. 


_ Helicopters Come 


On the way, they could evaluate 
some of the damage. “All but one of 
our bungalows had been swept away, 
just as though they were never there,” 
says Ruby. “The Baptist Church was 
gone, just gone. I kept thinking: How 
many have died?” 

In the school pantry they found food 
for the dazed, shocked victims. All 
Thursday afternoon and evening, and 
far into the night, they sat in various 
states of exhaustion. 

Early the next morning Fourth 
Army helicopters came to evacuate 
those at the schoolhouse. The Millers, 
in the last group to leave, were brought 
ta Lake Charles. 

There, for some, were happy re- 
unions with their families. But for 
others, there would never be any re- 
union. 

Today, living rent-free by courtesy 
of Lake Charles townspeople till he can 
get started again, Gage Miller looks to 
the future with confidence. But, he 
admits, he’s starting from scratch. 

“I got out with just $80 in my pocket 
and the clothes on our back,” he says 
grimly. “I've got about $100 in the

bank and that’s about all. The house is 
a total wreck; it will have to be torn 
down and rebuilt. My two cars are 
wrecked. The bungalows are all gone, 
except one, and so are my chickens and 
the gas station. I also owe about 
$12,000.” 

Insurance will help some but not 
nearly enough to cover his losses, which 
Gage estimates at between $65,000 
and $70,000. 


Looking Ahead 


There were other costs. Neither 
Gage nor Ruby will ever erase the 
memory of Audrey from their minds. 
A> week later, revisiting desolated 
Cameron, they saw nightmarish scenes 
that still horrify them: houses turned 
upside down and strewn over the 
marshes; bloated carcasses of farm ani- 
mals; hundreds of wrecked automo- 
biles; scores of poisonous snakes, 
washed out of swamps, slithering along 
the roads. 

All this won't soon be forgotten by 


- Gage and Ruby. He still can’t speak 


about the storm without beads of sweat 
breaking out on his face. Where once 
she took pleasure in the cool Gulf 
breezes, she now turns pale at the 
slightest sound of wind, even the soft 
blowing of an electric fan. 

But they’re going back to the Gulf 
coast — even if it means the threat of 
new hurricanes. “That’s my home,” 
explains Gage, “where I was born and 
raised and where I hope to be buried. 
During the storm I promised the Lord 
that I'd work harder if we’ came 
through it alive. And I will. I can't 
wait to get started. We'll build a smaller 
house here, and I'll make out — some 
way.” 7 

He turned away and looked out 
toward the Gulf with brimming eyes, 
and said quietly, “We're not licked.”

What you should know—and do- 
about hurricanes, tornadoes 


WASHINGTON. 
With 1957 already one of the stormiest 
years in recent Weather Bureau history 
(see box, right), government meteorolo- 
gists give these pointers on the seasonal 
twin terrors—hurricanes and tornadoes. 
Hurricanes, most damaging of all storms, 
produce surface winds up to 200 m.p.h., 
usually last about nine days. More than 
three-fourths of hurricane deaths result 
from drowning in tidal waves and floods 
( worst rainfall: 23.11 inches in one day, 
which fell on Taylor, Texas, in 1921). 
Worst hurricane months: August, Sep- 
tember, October. 

Scientists don’t know why hurricanes 
are hitting the U.S. with increasing fre- 
quency. In 1954, hurricanes Carol, 
Edna, Hazel, killed 200, caused nearly 
a billion dollars worth of damage in the 
middle and north Atlantic states. A year 
later, Connie, Diane and Ione hit same 
area, caused worse havoc. This year’s 
Audrey killed more than 600, destroyed 


nearly 1,500 homes in Louisiana and- 


Texas. 

A hurricane releases more energy in 
one second than the energy output of 22 
atomic explosions. In one minute it un- 


leashes more energy than the entire out- . 


put of present-day U.S. electric power 
extended for 50 years. 

If you're in the path of a hurricane, 
take these Weather Bureau tips: 

1) Keep your radio on and listen for 
latest warnings; if power fails, use your 
car radio. (Pay no attention to rumors. ) 

2) Get away from low-lying beaches 
or other areas likely to be deluged by 
high tides or waves. ‘ 

3), Stow away all loose objects — 
cans, tools, signs, awnings — that may 


be swept away by winds. 

4) Board up or otherwise protect 
windows. 

5) Get in extra non-perishable food 

— in case power failure should leave 
you without refrigeration. 
Tornadoes — the most violent of all 
storms — spiral winds up to 400 m.p.h. 
They differ from hurricanes in that 
1) they are born on land instead of 
sea and 2) they're much smaller in di- 
ameter, mowing a swath of destruction 
about 400 yards wide. 

1957 so far has been an all-time rec- 
ord year for tornadoes — 624 during 
the first five months. (Most years there 
are only about 200 in total.) In May 
alone there were 324 — another record. 
Again the scientists can't explain why. 

Texas Twister 


One of the most terrible tornadoes of 
all time—on March 18, 1925 — 
whirled from Annapolis, Mo., to Jack- 
son County, Ill., killing 689 and injur- 
ing 1,980. But probably no tornado ever 
had more lookers-on than the one which 
spinned into Dallas, Tex., last April. It 
was viewed by over 100,000, photo- 
graphed by hundreds; weathermen at 
Amon Carter Field in nearby Fort Worth 
called it “the best documented tornado 
in history.” 

The photos reversed long-held theory: 
that debris and people are lifted by the 
inside winds of a twister’s funnel. In- 
stead the Dallas tornado used the winds 
on its outside edge to clutch victims. 

To keep from being clutched yourself 
when a tornado heads your way, hurry 
to the nearest cellar, ditch or ravine — 
and stay there. s

Louisiana border. 

May 4 — Storms bombard the state of Texas, 
causing new floods. Total damage is put at 
close to $5 million. 

May 19 — The worst flood in 34 years ram- 
pages through Tulsa, Okla., area. 

May 20 — Tornado rips suburban Kansas City, 
Mo., killing 37, injuring 156. 

May 21 — More tornadoes smash Missouri, 
killing 13. 

May 25 — New floods hit Fort Worth and 
Dallas. 3 


June 20 — Tornado whips into Fargo, N.D. 
(see photo below), killing 10, injuring 75. 
June 27 — Hurricane Audrey tears out of Gulf 
of Mexico, killing over 600 in Louisiana and 
Texas.

The publicity man who worked with her 
on Love Is a Many Splendored Thing says, 
“Jennifer Jones may be the world’s greatest 
actress, but I’ve had my fill of her. She’s got 
a publicity phobia. When our plane put 
down in Tokyo, she wouldn’t get out when 
she saw reporters and photographers wait- 
ing on the airfield. Finally, Bill Holden per- 
suaded her to hold still for one shot.” __ 


Burst into Tears 


These are typical incidents that point up 
Jennifer Jones as a temperamental, inacces- 
‘sible prima donna. On the other hand, Jen- 
nifer has labored in the motion picture 
jungle for 15 years. She has acted in 16 
major films produced in almost every corner 
of the globe. She won an Academy Award 
for Song of Bernadette, has played opposite 
most top-flight male talent from Sir Lau- 
rence Olivier to Gregory Peck. How come 
so experienced a veteran breaks into tear- 
tantrums at the sight of reporters and news 
cameras? How come under questioning she 
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becomes nervous, fidgety, distraught, shaky, 
almost hysterical. 

At Cinecitta Studios here, I decided to 
find out if these rumors about the 38-year- 
old actress were true. I visited the set where 
Jennifer was starring in Farewell to Arms, 
produced. by her husband, David O. 
Selznick. 

Talking to 55-year-old Selznick, I threw 


him this blunt question: “For years Mrs.. 


Selznick has. given the impression that she 
is the most nervous, highly-strung actress in 
the business. I wonder if you would tell me 
what sort of girl she really is?” — 

Selznick, one of Hollywood’s most emi- 
nent and provocative picture makers (Gone 
With the Wind, Duel in the Sun) frosted 
me with a glance. 

“It’s nobody's business what sort of 
woman my wife is,” he began. “If I didn’t 
think she was a fascinating woman, I 
wouldn’t have married her and remained 
married to her for eight years. Jennifer,” he 
warmed up to his subject, “is extraordinar- 
ily sensitive. I have a feeling that she was 
born out of her time. She has nothing in 
common with modern women. There is 
about her an almost Victorian quality, and 
she has a strange mystical sixth sense about 
things. She is extremely ambitious but for 
reasons completely different than those of 
other actresses. 
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Riddle of Jennifer Jones 


“She has no interest in fame or money. 
All her awards, including the Oscar, have 
mysteriously disappeared from our house. 
She acts because she must act. It’s a com- 
pulsion.” , 

As for her aversion to publicity, Selznick 
has this explanation: “She has a deep, in- 


_ grained feeling that the press wants to talk 


about her personal life. She just doesn’t 
like being probed. Members of the press 
who stick to professional topics have no 
trouble with Jennifer.” 


Two Theories 


Later, I was sitting on the set with Jen- 
nifer Jones. A tall, long-legged girl of dark 
quiet beauty, she has an exotic, almost ori- 
ental, cast to her face — one reason she fit 
so beautifully into the role of a Chinese in — 
Love Is a Many Splendored Thing. Her at- 
titude is shy and withdrawn. One would 
hardly guess that she was born Phylis (with 
one “}”) Isley in Tulsa, Okla., raised in the 
midwest and educated at Northwestern 
University. Or that she is the mother of 
three children, two sons, 17 and 16, by her 
first husband, the late actor Robert Walker, . 
and a 3-year-old daughter Mary Jennifer 
by Selznick. Her brown eyes are the saddest, 
most soulful eyes I have seen in a long time; 
they were fixed so that she could look out 
but no one could look in. . 
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SCENE from Farewell to Arms (above) was 
shot by Bob Landry. “‘Picture-wise,”’ Landry 
told parape’s Lloyd Shearer, “I’ve had no luck 
with Jennifer. | told her son yesterday that | 
had hardly any informal shots of his old lady.’ 

At that moment, Jennifer appeared at her 
dressing-room door and motioned for Landry. 
“| want you to know,”’ Shearer heard her say, 
“that I'm completely at ease working with you. 
Don’t worry, we'll get a lot of good shots.” 

Landry came back smiling. “Her kid must 
have spoken to her,” he cracked. 


Besides those who share Selznick’s ex- 


planations of her motivations, there are two 
schools of thought as to what lies behind 
Jennifer's reclusive behavior with the press. 
One contends that she suffers from a guilt 
complex about her divorce and remarriage. 
The second holds that being married to a 
super-charged dynamo like David Selznick 
might unsettle even the strongest woman. 

A Hollywood secretary, who knows Jen- 
nifer and Selznick, told me: “Jennifer 
picked two extremely difficult men- to 
marry. Bob Walker was an emotionally im- 
mature boy who resented her success and 
wound up in a psychiatric clinic. The 
second is David Selznick, who whirls 
through life making all the major decisions 
and demanding perfection. He discovered 
Jennifer in New York. She called at his of- 
fice one day to try out for-Claudia. She was 
very bad‘ and started to cry. Selznick told 
her to come back the next day, then signed 
her. He supervised her instruction, made 
her the star she is. 

“Another thing: Farewell to Arms is the 
first film Selznick has produced since he 
and Jennifer were married in Italy in 1949. 
So for eight years he’s had. plenty of time 
to concentrate on his wife’s career. And 
when David. Selznick concentrates on any- 
thing — well, it’s just fantastic. It’s very 
tough for an actress like Jennifer, a basic- 


ally shy girl, to live as an equal with a 
husband who's enough to give anyone an 
inferiority complex.” 

I asked Jennifer why she has such a pho- 
bia about reporters. She crinkled her nose, 
as though the thought hurt. 

“I never know what to say when I’m in- 
terviewed,” she explained. “Either I’m ob- 
vious and say trite and ridiculous things, or 
I may say things that hurt people. Like a 
few minutes ago you asked about my boys 
and I told you they were going to the Over- 
seas School. ‘I don’t know if they’re learning 
anything.’ I said. ‘But they’re sure having 
fun.’ A statement like that can sound like 
an indictment of the Overseas School, and 
that’s the last thing I had in mind. Most 
interviewers probe and pry into your per- 
sonal life, and I just don’t like it. I respect 
everyone's right to privacy, and I feel mine 
should be respected, too. I’m not one for 
night clubs or public functions. I'm afraid 
I'm just not very good copy. 


What Others Say 


“As for photographers, most of them 
frighten me. I just don’t like them jumping 
out from behind places and flashing away. 
That’s why I try to stay away from them. I 
love acting but not limelight.” 

As she returned to the set, I slipped into 
a chair between Jennifer's co-star Rock 
Hudson and her director Charles Vidor. 

“Tell me the truth,” I said. “Is Jennifer 
Jones difficult to work with?” 

Hudson grinned. “She’s a pure delight. 
An absolute pure delight.” Vidor was more 
expansive. “Before I came on this picture,” 
he explained, “I heard fantastic stories about 
this girl, that she was neurotic, tempera- 
mental, under hypnosis by Selznick. Not a 
word of truth in any of it. From the first 
take she’s been cooperative with everyone 
— except reporters. And this,” he added, 
“she can’t help. Her instinct has told her. to 
be afraid of them. Now, you answer this: 
Is her instinct right or wrong?”

toward her appearance is not. She has 
solved this problem better than most 
adults. 

I asked Peggy to share some of her 
glamor secrets with you. Here they are: 

Skin care. Peggy takes a shower every 
morning and a bath before bed.

“One hundred brush strokes a day, 


too,” says Peggy grimly. “But it keeps my 


hair glossy.” 

Nail care. Peggy recommends three 
chores as well worth the trouble: pushing 
back the cuticles each time you dry your 
hands, rounding the wails and re-applying 
colorless polish almost daily. 

Teeth care. Peggy's teeth aren't exactly 
straight. She has never worn braces, be- 
cause she has been modeling since she 
was 6. (She was photographed at the toy 


counter of a New York department store 


at Christmas that year, and the picture 
was so appealing the photographer sug- 
gested that Peggy be registered with a 
model agency—and she has been since. ) 
But she brushes them at least three times 
a day—and always after eating. 

Weight. “Twenty minutes’ exercise 
every day before breakfast, or I gain two 
pounds a week.” 


Watch what you eat, Peggy says, but 
don’t starve yourself. Breakfast is the most 
important meal of the day to“her: bacon 
and eggs, or cereal, fruit and milk. She 
avoids anything heavy or fried. “Mother 
doesn't exactly forbid me to eat fried 
foods,” Peggy says, “she just tells me what 
will happen if I do.” 

She’s a whiz at devouring—and mak- 
ing — green salads.-A whole bunch of 
Carrots Can go at one sitting, and she takes 
vitamin pills every day.

berry pie. Actually, she lives pretty much 
like any girl in a family of four. Her 
father is in the construction-machinery 
business. Her mother divides her time be- 
tween home and escorting Peggy from job 
to job in New York City. And she has a 
friend in her 16-year-old brother, Bobbie. 

Peggy loves to swim (she’s pining away 
for a frogntan’s suit) and fish (she wants 
more fishing gear). She goes horseback 
ridiffg (not as often as she'd like) and 
would like to own a motorcycle (“She 
won't get it,” says her father). The list 
of Peggy's unfulfilled wishes is as long as 
that of any girl her age. 

Like most teens, Peggy loves rock ‘n’ 
roll, Western ballads and Walt Disney's 
recording of The Nutcracker Suite.

Dance and drama lessons. $400 a year. 

Do you think glamor is the most im- 
portant thing in Peggy's life? It isn’t.” 

Modeling at her age—or any age, she 
says—is temporary at best. Her looks may 
change; model types may change. 


Though she loves her work, finishing — 


high school is a must. As for the future, 


Peggy plans on at least two years of col- - 


lege. Then, like most girls, she hopes to 
marry and have children. 

Peggy may not always be a glamor girl, 
but she surely will be a pretty and attrac- 
tive symbol of her age group, whatever 
the number of years. .

OMETIME during the next three years 
every piece of real estate in St. Louis 
County will be methodically revalued for 

tax p s. The revaluation project is one 
of the largest ever undertaken in the United 
States. Two private firms are doing the work, 
at a cost to the county of $855,000. 

When the job is completed, the County 
Assessor will know the fair market value of 
all real estate in the county. Although he is 
under no legal obligation to do so, it is ex- 
pected that the assessor will use the informa- 
tion in making assessments (based on a per- 
centage of fair value) for real estate taxes. 

Besides getting the market values, the as- 
sessor will receive detailed manuals for use 
in keeping the values up-to-date and in de- 
termining the market worth when new prop- 
erty is added to the tax rolls. In addition, 
there will be arranged for ready public inspec- 
tion the value of each property as determined 
by the firms, and the data on which the value 
was based. This will make it easy for the tax- 
payer to check his assessment. 

Among other things, the revaluation will 
make it possible to know for the first time just 
how many pieces of real estate there are in 
the county. The assessor's records indicate 
there are about 250,000 parcels, but many of 


these units have long since been combined. 

Public demand for a revaluation became 
widespread in 1955 when the State Tax Com- 
mission ordered real estate assessments in the 
county raised to 30 per cent of true value from 
the existing 18 per cent. Examination of as- 
sessment records showed wide variations in 
the relation of assessed to true value. Gen- 
erally, old properties carried proportionately 
lower assessments than new ones. In comply- 
ing with the state order, the County Board of 
Equalization applied a blanket increase to all 
properties. Thus the variations in individual 
assessments became even greater. 

Meanwhile, a move by the County Coun- 
cil for piece - by - piece revaluation to alize 
the tax burden ran into financial and then 
legal snags. Finally, however, last June the 
State Supreme Court upheld the validity of 
contracts signed in March, 1956, between the 
county and the two private firms. 

The job is being done on the basis of 
school districts, with Roy Wenzlick & Com- 
pany revaluing the predominantly urban dis- 
tricts and Doane Agricultural Service, Incor- 
porated, working in districts with extensive 
amounts of farmland. Both are St. Louis firms, 
which operate nationally in real estate ap- 
praisal and related fields.
